A STER the years of Sukarno’s misrule In the popu¬ 
lous and inex p ressibly beautiful islands of Indon- 1 
esia and his amorous affair with the leaders in Peking* 
It is reassuring to see the new republic pursuing policies 
which bring her people closer to the West and to 
economic security. 

Possibly the best proof of this trend Is the critical 
attitude of the Kremlin towards General Suharto's 
government, for the Soviet Union recognizes the signs. 

Of very considerable significance is the creation 
of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations, ASEAN 
in abbreviation. Its components are Indonesia, Ma* 
laysia, the Philippines; Thailand and Singapore. Tha 
alignment is an accomplishment of no small moment 
when it is remembered that little more than a year 
ago Indonesia and Malaysia were in a state of unde¬ 
clared war. 

The basis of the association, broadly speaking, is 
the desire for economic and social stability and “recur* 
ity from external interference.” This is interpreted as 
a warning against agitation inspired by Peking or 
ideological pressure from the Soviets. 

Its aims are practical: the acceleration of economic 
growth, social and cultural development, the promo- 
tion of regional peace and stability and adherence to 
the principles of the United Nations Charter. 

A first step will be a joint effort towards greater 
utiUzatiHI erf raw products in new and expanding in¬ 
dustry, greater- development in agriculture and im¬ 
provement in transport and communication, aimed at 
raising the standards of living. 

Contact will be maintained at the foreign ministry 
level, and the ministers will meet at least once a year. 
Each nation will build its own secretariat and close 
liaison will be maintained. 

Moreover, the founding-members have left the 
door wide open for participation by other states of the 
southeast Asian region which subscribe to the ideals 
of ASEAN. 

This is an experiment which promises to Micceed. 
It is particularly interesting that the five states are de¬ 
termined to concentrate on agricultural development 
No doubt they have been influenced by the example of 
Japan in this direction, for it was on the foundation of 
its agriculture that Japan rebuilt her economy in the 
post-war years, and with such notable success. 

If the Japanese with theii* very limited resource* 
in land could utilize them so effectively, so the ASEAN 
planners apparently reasoned, how much greater wiu 
be the progress with such rich territories as Indon¬ 
esia, Thailand, Malayria and the Philippines in consort, 
and the considerable technical skills of Singapore. 

Japan, of course, had a huge technological advan¬ 
tage to apply to its industrial development which per¬ 
haps only Singapore possesses, but there is validity in 
their belief that they can build substantially on a 
paddyfield foundation nevertheless. 

The nations of the West could do much to en¬ 
courage and advise the ASEAN states, not with any 
idea of discomfiture for the Soviets or China, but for 
the same reasons that the ASEAN partite-ship wits: 
economic and social stability and security from extern¬ 
al interventions.

Hidden Taxation 

POLICY MAKERS at tha currant Conservative 


1 convention didn’t enhance their image when they 
turned down a proposal In favor of bringing the fed¬ 
eral sales tax out into the open. Hldtten taxes are 
something the public shouldn’t have to put up with. 

This has been the rote with all governments at 
Ottawa in this particular tax, but the party missed a 
good chance to win applause by changing the pattern. 

The bid to replace the 12 per cent levy at the 
manufacturers’ level by an unspecified tax at the retail 
level failed on the ground that "what fe unsaid Is 
sometimes better than what Is said.” 

Plenty is said by consumers who come up against 
the mystery that taxation can invite. 

The recent abolition by Finance Minister Sharp 
of the sales tax cm drugs is a reminder of what can 
happen when the public doesn’t know precisely haw 
a tax works. The minister warned manufacturers that 
he wanted the whole benefit of the relief to be passed 
on to the consumer, but it hasn’t panned out that way. 

As purchasers have found out the 12 per cent re¬ 
duction has shrunk to around 9 per cent, with the 
other fraction passing into the limbo of things un¬ 
known and unexplained. 

Better surely for the Conservatives to proclaim 
themselves in favor of frankness in taxation. 

One delegate said It would be “damn poor busi¬ 
ness politically to come out and say the party wants 
to impose a sales tax” at the retail level. Actually 
all the proposal was simply to shift toe point at which 
the present tax is levied. 

Much more realistic—for the public isn’t stupid as 
some politicians seem to think—was the rebuttal that 
it was time the party “stopped playing with file pub¬ 
lic,” and enabled the latter to be aware of what taxes 
it was paying.

Socreds Key on Pollution 


The Tories and Socreds may 
be, as is often claimed, close 
kin beneath the skin.

Shown by Young Teachers 


Teachers are generally 
idols, ogres or grey nonen¬ 
tities as far as parents are 
concerned. 

Children bring home a 
sketchy picture of what the 
teacher is like. A few teachers 
and a few parents attend PTA 
meetings, and a few exchange 
pleasantries. 

Some parents think they 
know their child's teacher 
after having gone to school on 
the annual open house day. 
This is an illusion tantamount 
to thinking one knows all 
about army’life after seeing 
the changing of the guard at 
Buckingham Palace.

Some Idea of young teach¬ 
ers' thinking was provided 
recently In a study by Dr. J. 
E. M. Young of the faculty of 
education at McDonald Col¬ 
lege, a branch of McGill 
University located near Mont¬ 
real. It was published in the 
quarterly journal of Canadian 
Education Association. 

Dr. Young has taught sum¬ 
mer school for years, mostly 
to young teachers making up 
courses to obtain permanent 
certification. 

Between 1957 and 1963 he 
put a 10-point questionnaire to 
629 teachers, 90 per cent of 
them female in the 18-20 age 
range. Three-quarters of the 
teachers had two years*',nr 
less classroom experience. 


A LOOK 
AT LEARNING

The questionnaires were un¬ 
signed to encourage frank 
response. Each item had 
three spaces for answers. 

The result. I think, is of 
Interest to any parent who 
wonders what makes a 
teacher tick. 

The first item was “What I 
like most about teaching.” 
The answer "working with 
children” got the largest 
response, followed by "sense 
of accomplishment." "Helping 
children** was in third spot. 

Together, these answers 
comprised about 60 per cent 
of the total.

In fourth place, dose behind 
third, was "holidays and 
hours, vacations." 

The item "What I most 
dislike about teaching" drew 
a catalogue of irritations. In 
first place, with 15fl out of

1,286 responses, was "clerical 
duties — making up records 
and reports, paper-work." 

Other answers, in order of 
diminishing response, in¬ 
cluded: parent-teacher dlffl- 
oualtkes, lack of cooperation, 
'disinterest'; correcting books 
and examinations; excessive 
and-or ineffective supervision 
by principals, supervisors and 
1 n ■ p e C tors; non-academic 
duties — noon recess and 
playground supervision.

"Inadequate salary” ranked 
cixth in the list ol complaints. 

Dr. Young noted that the 
more experienced teachers 
tended to be more critical of 
curriculum. 

“It might be appropriate to 
suggest that capable class¬ 
room teachers should be given 
more freedom and responsi¬ 
bility for planning the school 
curriculum," says Dr. Young. 


The teachers were asked to 
list the three "characteristics 
of the best teacher in our 
,school" and came up with 
"good discipline" as the most 
frequently-given item. 

Other oft en-mentioned 
characteristics were “kindly, 
understanding, patient; well- 
organized, efficient; helpful to 
pupils and new teachers; likes 
and knows children, interested 
in them.” tinder "charac¬ 
teristics Of the worst teacher 
in our school," the teachers 
listed "lazy, irresponsible, 
‘gets by’ " in first place. 
Right behind it was “poor 
discipline." 

★ ★ * 

Dr. Young hastens to ex¬ 
plain it was evident that the 
teachers did not mean "discip¬ 
linarian" In speaking! of good 
discipline, but still the stress 
on discipline makes unsettling 
reading. 

The thing to remember here 
Is that the great majority of 
teachers involved in the ques¬ 
tionnaire were young women 
of little classroom experience. 
Unsure of themselves In the 
lion's den, they are more 
likely to look to discipline foe 
security until they gain ex¬ 
perience. 

On the positive side waa the 
interest in children expressed 
by the majority, and relative 
insignificance of salary as 
motivation.

In 1932 the American Government passed the Norris-La Guardia Act, virtually' eliminating injunctions in 
labour disputes. In Great Britain labour relations are not subject to injunctions. Only in Canada, and in 
particular British Columbia, do injunctions pollute the climate of industrial relations. 

INJUNCTIONS FRUSTRATE NEGOTIATIONS 

The right to strike, to withdraw one's labour, is a basic human right. It is the only weapon the working 
man has in the process of tree collective bargaining. But the right .to strike is meaningless without the 
right to picket and communicate information. The issuing of injunctions against picketing does not main¬ 
tain the status quo until the issues of right or wrong are determined. It weakens or destroys the strike 
even when the strikers are in the right. Thus the worker is declared guilty until he is proven innocent. 
Then it is too late.

Mildew Likes Crowds 


By ML V. LEMnn 

FALL ASTERS (A.L., Col wood) — 
The dusty white coating on the leave* of 
your Michaelmas dairies la mildew, an 
airborne fungus infection that thrives 
when the soil ia on tha dry aide and 
when the air circulation la poor around 
and between the plants. In your case it 
is almost certainly aggravated by 
overcrowding. 

Mildew can be controlled by spraying 
with k ant thane, Act-Dfene or wetlable 
sulphur, but to get at the basic cause of 
the trouble, you should dig up and 
divide the plants next sprtog, replanting 
the pieces far enough apart in the bed 
to allow plenty of air to circulate 
between the plants. 


HEDGE UTTER (A.S.McV., Vic¬ 
toria) — While a surface mulch of some 
kind oan be moat beneficial to your 
hedge during the hot. dry weather of 
summer, such litter should most 
certainly be cleaned out each fall. A 
hedge seems to be a eatch-al] for 
trapping leaves, tom paper and other 
wind-blown rubbish, and not only is this 
unsightly and untidy, but It is also a 


positive course of danger to the health 
of our other garden plant*. 

For one thing, hedge litter provides 
an ideal breeding place for slugs and 
woodHce, and a comfortable winter 
home for the disease organism that 
causes scabby apples and pears. Such 
trapped rubbish should be raked out and 
either burnt or rotted down In toe 
compost heap with a good compost 
accelerator.

CHINESE WITCH HAZEL (J.M., 
New Westminster) — The best time to 
plant Haraamelis mollis is when the 
leaves start to drop, which should be 
toward the end of October. This will 
give the shrub an opportunity to make a 
little root growth and get itrelf 
established before the warmth goes out 
of the aoil. 

This shrub bloom* In winter an its 
hare branches, producing spidery yellow 
flowers w*th a delicious sweet 
fragrance. It tikes a sandy loam soaJ, 
preferably with a gravelly subsoil, and 
should have plenty of ripe compost, old 
rotted manure or Blue Whale dug in 
widely into it* planting *lte. Very little 
pruning ia required except what may be 
necessary to maintain a pleasing size 
and shape. 


GLADIOLUS FROM SEEDS * 
(W.J.O’M., Victoria) — The seed pods 
which have formed on your gladiolus 
may be saved and the seeds sown next 
spring. They will take about three years 
to bloom, and toe flowers are usually 
somewhat inferior to those of the parent 
plant. » 

Allow toe pod* to remain on toe 
plant* until they dry and show signs of 
splitting, then gather and spread out in 
a sunny window to dry thoroughly. 
When Quite dry, the papery seed* are 
removed from the pod* and stored In a 
cool, dry place until required for sowing 
in the spring. 

Sow in April on toe bottom of a flat- 
bottomed trench , two Inches deep and a 
font wide. Spaoe out the seeds Hi 
inches each way and cosier with half an 
inch of peat moss or sifted soil. Weed 
by hand throughout the summer and 
keep well watered. 

When the grassy foliage dies down in 
the fall, you will harvest a number of 
tiny bulblets which can be planted out' 
the aame way the following spring.' At 
the end of toe second summer, small 
and medium-lilt bulbs will be 
harvested, most of which should bloom 
the foHosving summer.

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Victoria had its quota of characters in the long ago, characters with odd, irreverent 
names. They added a flavor to this place, and helped create what is now a picturesque 
background. 

Sailors and miners, politicians ^nd the like flocked to Victoria, fought and drank 
and argued on street corners; painted ladies flirted on balconies and made goo - goo 
eyes from behind the window drapes.

Two oldU me mining pah were 
Bailed "Dwec+rig Bill” and “Sack 
lack”. They would never.toll toefc 
real names. They spent to* 
■miners up Cariboo way and in 
winter came to Victoria Soma times 
they were to prosperous they took a 
suite in the elegant Hotel de France 
and really lived it up Other Mmss 
they awes bo broke they ihiyed in 
■hankies not much beiker than Sop- 
houses. 

Christmas time at 1877 "Stock 
Jack” came to Victoria, toe keeps, 
he said. He was getting old and he 
was bred out He sat In the win aa 
downtown corners, talking of the 
great old days In Cariboo; he was 
always happier when "Dancing Bll” 
was with him. but "Dandng Bll" 
was stiU going strong up In Cariboo, 
and could only get here lor Otari 

Valla. 

The Colne tsl, In 1877, noted: 
"Black Jack” — this famous 
prospector who has made and last 
half-a-dozen fortunes In British 
Columbia and waa one of toe 
earHeat miners on Williams Creek Is 
In town, paralyzed and very poor.” 

In 1880. word was received In 
Victoria from For? WrangeR that 
"Dancing Bill" had- died, Tbs 
Colonist reporting? "A ; gentleman 
who arrived at Victoria from the 
north per steamer Grappler states 
that a well-known miner, oaUed 
‘Dancing BUI* dkd In Cassiar from 
sheer exhaustion and a broken-down 
oonstiluttsi. 


"Ms loot weeds ware to the 
effect that 'he old not mind dying, 
but regretted that ha could not 
outHvn ’Black Jack’, refer ri ng to a 
partner wMb whom he had l i n ed for 
matiy fears.” 

Wild "Dandng Bill” gene, “Black 
Jack” decided he may aa well give 
out their real Mines. He was in the 
bosflkal, and Tba Olswial sent a 
reported to sse him, and here, in 
pirt h what was printed:— 

"We fatal 'Black Jack' aUling in 
ona of tba day v»rda — we briefly 
Introduced ourarivaa. Be dfedoeed 
the seal name a# 'Dsstring Bffl’ was 
Tin mss Latham, and hr waa bon In

“ ‘Black Jack’ disclosed Ms own 
real name as Nehemiah T. Smith, 
rod he said be was bam in the stale 
of Maryland 

" ‘Dancteg BUT used to hasp a 


• "B is, therefore, to be hoped that 
a helping hand will be extended to 
Mm by citizens genareUy, ao that 
the poor old pioneer may aai] for 
‘home again’ by toe steamer that 
leaves today." 

Thai was toe end of that; 1 can 
fad no further mention of "Black 
Jack”. Preaomably old friends came 
to hia rescue ebd saw to It that he 
made H to Ms-* native Maryland, 
where, one must suppose today, be 
to due course departed this earthly 
veto of tears, haring left Ms name, 
ki “Black Jack Gulch”. There's also 
a "Dancing Bill" bar to Cariboo. 

Hot ao harmless as “Daneing 
BUI" and "Black Jack" was "Town 
Crier” Butts. He waa evidently 
called the Town Crier, because he 
was afareya about, gossiping, getting ' 
drunk, plaguing the police, who ran 
him in at least once a week, for this 
and that — such things aa selling 
liquor at midnight, yelling on street

"Black Jack" Muck it oat to 
Victoria tor another three years; to 
1883 roe read: "Black Jarir" — one 
of the mast nntod of OerHkx/s enrty 
prospectors was an American 
named 'Black Jack*. He led the way 
to many a rich streak of pay dirt, 
and at one tone owned rich claims 
and scattered Ms dor? like a duke. 

"For a long time ’Black Jack’ 
has been an inmute at the hospital 
here, old, sick and decrepfd. He has 
been tenderly cared for and today, 
with Ms health somewhat re-estab¬ 
lished, is desirous of revfaittog his 
native land. 


comers, generally making a fierce 
nuisance of him. 

More than once he was a 
member of the chain-gang — 
prisoners, their ankles chained 
together and inarched through city 
streets, la full view of the populace, 
to perform public works, such as 
bulldfas roads, and a croquet ground 
at Government House. It was the 
custom of the time tor citizens to 
watch the chain-gang go by, waving 
to their friends in It, or jeering and 
biasing. 

“Town CWer” John Butts decided 
one day he was fed up with the 
chafahgang. and ao he fell sick and 
was taken to the hospital, where be. 
rested comfortably for six weeks, 
when Dr. James Trimble grew 
wary. 

the Cbtoalat reported the whole 
affair: -"Dr. Trimble- observed a 
auspicious movement on Butts’ part 
— immediately summoning aH the 
able-bodied Inmates, the doctor had 
Butts seized, stripped and placed in 
a chair in front of the hospital; 18 
buckets of cold salt water were 
obtained, and taken to the top of the 
balcony and thrown upon him from 
that bright. Butts shivered and 
shook, but declared that he could not 
budge an. Inch, and begged the 
doctor to discontinue the treatment. 
It was no use. The doctor was 
Inexorable. Again, the attendants 
rushed for cold water — 18 buckets 
brimful were again arranged on the 
balcony and the attendants com¬ 


menced to shower them duivn nn the i ' 
suposed helpless creature below. 

"Hie impostor stood it pretty 
well until the contents of the ninth 
pail Mad reached him. when lie 
suddenly jumped from his chair and 
slid out of the way, disappearing 
behind a large bush. 

"A burst of laughter arose from 
afl present, and then the "Town 
Crier” emerged from his hiding 
place, leisurely pulled on his 
trousers and then, deliberately, in 
fuH sight of a dozen or more people, 
laid down on the jrass aad slowly 
dragged himself,' groaning and mut¬ 
tering curses, tb the hospital.” 

It sounds like the dark ages, yet 
it. happened In Victoria: the next 
day, when “Town Crier” Butts. ) 
refused to leave his bed, he was 
dragged outside and the treatment 
waa to be even worse than that 
administered by thoee buckets of 
c^ salt water. 

A'toove was made roaring hot, 
and water boiled upon it. “You are 
to be bowd to a red hot stove, and 
kept there ’til you’re roasted." said 
an attendant. 

"That's enough," shouted Butts 
— “this (dace Is getting too warm 
for me — guess I’ll leave." 

The Coins 1 st noted: “His paraly¬ 
sis left him in a moment, and he 
ran for the front door. Once outside 
he poured forth such a volley of 
curses on the institution and al! 
within it that a man w*s sent after 
him with a club to keep him quiet. 

"He crossed the bridge slowly, 
leaning on a crane, and occasionally 
pausing to rest as if very weak, 'til 
he reached the foot of Johnson 
Street, where he was met by a 
motley crowd of citizens and 
welcomed back to town.” 

"Town Crier” then proceeded to 
hold forth with his pals In the 
nearest saloon, and yes. you guessed 
It — next day he was back to the 
chain gang, and thus be spent the 
next few years, to and out. until his 
death, when everyone heaved a 
great sigh of relief, saying he waa 
far better off. 

“Billy the Bug" was another 
character. He was a boatman; more 
than one eloping couple he took 
across to Port Townsend. For more 
than one deserting British sailor he 
performed the same operation. Bo, 
he, too, had his troubles with the 
law, though he was a kindly man 
and everyone liked him. He may 
have been the one who handled the 
elopement of the governor's daugh¬ 
ter. Martha Douglas. 

In January of 1871 he decided to 
leave Victoria. The Cokslti saying:

Hh mother came to Victoria In the service of 
an English family formerly living in Hong Kong. 
Mre. Lne Kwan toe, when I remember her A* 
wm getting very well on In vears, was a great 
ttwwagwnent to her son. Had he not been 
travelling with the party at the time we would 
bane been denied toe great Influence he 
commanded as the years wpnt by. 

He stalled as a laborer to Esquimau, but 
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While he labored physically, he also labored, 
mentally, Imbued'" with a great desire for 
knowledge he took lessons privately In English 
and wag soon proficient in bath .-the spetora and 
the written word. 

'• While he labored he studied tailoring under a 
local master tailor and having become proficient 
k> this trade.bq .opened his owe shop in Victoria, 
He was an avid reader of everything he-oould lay 
bis hands an. especially if pcfntad in English, aad 
be spent many hours of translation from -Englhdi 
to Chinese and vice versa. He now had a dual 
proficiency, that of a trade and the ability to 
conduct business in English. 

He ms rated a daughter of Sana Kar, tea bsA- 
knew merchant tad or to Victoria aad tea 
boos me a runs i excellent mother of £Z and a vary 
gracious hostess for her husband. 

Dr. A. R. Milas, then the colsetor to oastoaai 
for the Port of VMtaria. added hba to Ms staff hi 
the department as an interpreter. After some 30 
years in that department, Dr. Milne was 
transferred to the office of superintendent to 
lqunigratian and with bins want Lae Hong Gow 
as chief interpreter. He served another 15 years 
fai fcJs capacity. 

Usually some particular event or happening Is 
the crucible from which is boro a community end 
•ton the leaders are found. 

Oh the completion of construction to the 
transcontinental railroad in 084, Mr. Onderdonk, 
the boss man, turned some to the 17,000 imported 
Chinese laborers out to their jobs. Most of these 
men had passed through Victoria on their way to 
etapio y ment and looked upon this city as a home

- Through this went was bon fee Consolidated 
Dsns si ill nt Assoeiatkw wWob was chartered by 
the Imperial Goverososttl to China atid registered 
be British Columbia. Active in the formation art! 
dansetIan was I>ee Mong Gow. Mind you he was 
oqly one to many and was one to the original 
members to the Benevolent Asso ci atio n 

This Organization did a masterful job to 
oqgaaization. With not too much outside hefp It 
managed to return 7,000 to China within two 
years In the Interim many to them had beett 
trhlned for other jobs and been distributed te 
other cities . 

This Organization later entered the eduea- 
tiqnal field. bidK the Chinese Hospital and 
purchased the site of the Oiineoe Cemetery. 

It was in 1899 that Lee Mong Gow orgatend 
language classes and this proved to be most 
successful This was just one step nearer his rsal 
objective and that was to organize a Chlnsaa 
public school 

The school board to the early part to this 
century was continually petitioned to admit 
Canadian born children to Chinese extraction but 
they refused to recognise their claim. 

- Finally through the effort! at Lee Mong Gow, 
the courts and the school finally came to grips 
wttb the problem in 1908 when they agreed to 
admit these students providing they oodd 
understand and be understood In English. Even 
though four Canadian Chinese had been admitted 
to North Ward School In 1M the problem to aB 
C hi nese Canadian students was not solved until 
this time 

Probably through this weak Lae Mong Gow 
bees me the number one ran hi Chinatown. 

The Chinese Public School ami organized aad

The asaaarin find shot the diplomat, fired and 
fortunately missed Mr. Ho. and then killed 
himself. 

After the First World War the Canadian 
Pacific Steamships was trying to re-establish Its 
trade in Uae Train-Pacific passenger and freight 
service. It was (ah they needed a man to fee 
qualifications to Lee Mong Gow to become their 
retidcat agent in Hong Kong. His duties were Is 
develop tbe passenger and freight business and to 
recruit men for fee crews of the Empress liners. 

Re accepted the appointment Mid to the early 
1920s he and Ms family located In Hong Kong, ft _ 
was not a good move for him to make. Here was 
a fine example to a man being so solidly welded 
Into a community, thoroughly assimilated into the 
Canadian way to living that be waa mis s ed by aM 


In Victoria and one thinks he was lonely for 
Canada. His health deteriorated rapidly arid in 
four year* be died- Apparently this climate did 
not suit Lee Quan. the son. for he too died at a 
comparatively early age. 

One daughter, now Mm. Paul Soong. lives in 
Vancouver.. Mr. Soong is axrioiated with The 
Beachcomber but was formerly the manager of 
R» largest department store ia Shanghai. It was 
through her toother Lee Quro. or Alfred Lee as 
he waa better known to Victorians, that she met 
Mr. Soong and the meeting brought about many 
happy years of marrisd life 

The actual history of this man. Lev Mong 
Gow, could fill • book. Family modesty and the 
fourth precept to Oriental living, humility, makes 
it difficult to confirm ail stories one heard 
concerning the work he did for the Chinese 
community. 

He Invested quite heavily in real estate ai’i 
deancantrated a knowledge to real values and site. 
At the time to tbe Spencer fire in October, 1910, 
be waa the owner to some land which now forms 
part to View Street and the remainder is occupird 
by tbe Royal Trite Building. He sold to the oH 
Helen Bank to Canada and at quite a good profit. 

Another transaction found him the owner of a 
tot <m Yates Street and now bouses the Bank of 
Montreal. He bad sold-to the Merchants* Ban 1 .- of 
Canada who later were succeeded by the present 

“TS.,b,y bis first real estate deal was to 
sag lire a three-storeyed building on Fisgard St. 
where be was associated in the business which 
occupied the first floor. The second floor was 
need as a Chinese merchants' business club. 

I IBn? the story my old friend Tom Floyd tells 
to Lm Mong Gate and his dealings with the Bank 
to British North America Here he was a valued 
customer, commanding the respect to manage¬ 
ment and staff alike. 

Oa this particular day a new teller whose 
name May or may not have been Bruwn was in 
the cage when Lee Mong Gow handed in his pt>*s 
books,to be mods up. Brown spoke to him in 
pidgin English, Idling him to come back later 
and fe*y would be ready. The accountant 
overhgaad the conversation sod hurriedly ap¬ 
peared 1 and introduced Brwn io the customer 
with an explanation to his importance. 

Hie Introduction over and things smoothed 
out a Mt Lee Mong G->w said: "Mr. Brow nr for a 
Canadian you speak very poor English."

Many readers will have at one time or 
another read" to that outstanding Chinese 
diplomat, educator and scholar, the B«n. 
Wellington Koo. One nighl he found himself 
seated at the head table to a diplomatic dinner 
and next to another diplomat whom he had never 
before met. Hk neighbor looked Wellington Koo 
over and decided that he must sneak tn blpi in 
pidgin English and Mr. Koo didn't oorreel him. 
Tbs dtaner over and you can imagine the ' 
co ns ternation to the neighbor when the Hon. 
Wellington Kno was introduced as the speaker to 
the evening. In perfect English in spoke to iite 
gathering and on resuming his seat, turned to lus 
friend and said: "You llkee speechle?" 
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The eyes and ears of the news worid have been turned twice to the pioneer

Once the leading community of the north , this pert 
is situated on a rocky point where the Ecstall River 
joins the Skeena River near its mouth. It grew rapidly 
when more and more settlers came to the new land in 
the north to try their luck as prospector #, fishermen, 
miners and traders , and used the mighty Skeena as the 
route to reach the rich resources ef the interior of the 
province . 

Juat aa the name "Dunarnulr ia 1Ui was the Quaternary stoppfcig 

a>nxiym:ua with Victoria, tiie mbm place Cor the Ttompaeans returning 
vt "Cunningbnm" ia uaerf hi conjitoc-

a young ambitious Irish m a n with tbh

Cunningham came to the Pacific

After aorving there tor two yean, he 
went tb Fort Simpson, the Hudson's 
Bay Company post 30 miles north of 
Metiakatla, to work lor three yean. 

In 1270 be applied to Victoria tor 
land at tie mouth of the Skeena 
River. 

In the spring «f the Mkmktg 
yew, the gold ruth up die Skeena 
began and Cunningham budt a large 
sf re on the north shore of the rivgr 
wfch a partner, Then— Hankin; 

The store did a roaring builneaa 
as miners locked Mo the' area, 
impatiently awaiting the spring ton— 
bo that freighting could begin. As 
canoes ware the mala mode of 
traatpartafion ■* that lime, large 
numbers o f Tsimpaean Indiana 
J-lned the thruga, offering the* 
canoes at 11.50 a day, and tineir 
services at 91.00 a day, pfcsi food. 

The large canoes, mode of red 
cedar, were usually obtained by the 
Tsimpaeans by trade with the Hatda 
Indians of the Queen Chariotte 
Islands who were the loretnoat 
curare men of the bo sat. 

These canoes oould carry about 
4.900 pounds and were manned by 
five men.

A last Mg Ore in March wf 1965 
burned six of the remaining build¬ 
ings, and these, charred remains, 
along wfth Che rotting pfies of the 
onee-indu*trims canneries and 
warehouses which line the shore, are 
ta only relics left of fob port, ao 
weft-known and busy during those 
prosperous freighting days. 

Qf foe three pioneer communities 
In foe north, Metiakalla Is remem¬ 
bered for Father William Duncan 
and his devoted flock of converts 
who made foe village the head¬ 
quarters of the Christian Gospel on 
the Pacific coast; Port Simpson is 
remembered «* being a big trading 
post for foe Hudson's Bay Company. 

But it la Port Essington that ia 
remembered for its boom of pros¬ 
perity, its winters of liquor, song 
and laughter, it* many-nahoned 
population, its shocking murder, and 
Rs rapid decline Into oblivion and 
neglect. The mighty Skeena, with 
its treacherous under-currents and 
strong tides, eoukl no doubt toll 
many strange tales of foe history of 
fob port. Today, only a few Indians 
and several Finnish families live 
there, hut ta name of Robert 
Cimniogham, who died in Victoria in 
April. 1906, is still well-remembered 
and revered there.

Port Neville is a beautiful inlet am. the mainland, soma 17S miles 
from Vancouver. It is a haven for seafarers when the summer wester- 
lies blow in Johnstone Strok, in winter travellers find skelter from 
southeasterly gales. • 

It is here that my father, ffgai Hansen , sealed in 1891, after an 
adventurous life. Bom in Tensberg , Norway, he left home eg the tender 
age of 14, m a cabin boy en a sailing ship. Many experiences and hard¬ 
ships were encountered while he ws at sea , in all parts of the world. 

When we were children we loved to hear his stories of his adven¬ 
tures at sea, and l often wish we had written them down, for ane can¬ 
not remember in detail as the yeses slip away.

and gone. He died as he had lived, 
by the aea. He had gone across the 
Strait in his boat, a storm came up; 
the boat foundered and "My" 
grabbed a to* and paddled it for 24 
heura before reaching Race Hocks 
Urfrfhouse. and there he expired 
from exposure and exhauatton. 

Tbs Pal Tin* paid him tribute: 
* 'BiSy the Bug' was a kind-hearted 
man — hit own worst enemy — and 
was ever foremost la relieving 
distress hi others, while be neglected 
his own wants and those d his 
family. He leaves a wife and several 


children quite destitute. He was bom 
hi Ireland.” 

Then there was “Twelve-Foot" 
Davis, a miner of the early 1890s, 
who wintered in Victoria at the 
fancy Driard House, wearing a 
diamond stick pin and all- the 
trappings at a man who had struck 
it rich, and was sensible enough to 
keep his money. 

There’s this Colonist note about 
him in 1890: "Mr. Henry L. Davis, 
known to all oldtimera as ‘Twdve- 
Foot’ Davis has arrived in town. Mr. 
Davis has been continuously engaged 
in mining since 1859, and has, during 
that time, prospected on every creek

Mae hoe —bid for y ea rs to combat the 
invader. Lead, copper and various paints are 
used, but if water ae tear produce a hole, the 
teredo* usually find it before the humans. Metal 
ships have no sttraeMo* for them, but aa piles, 
docks, sporting boote, etc. are made of wood, ■ 
perfect defence Is still being sought.
